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Sectarians Make Bid for 
Satellite and Infantry 


Some reasons why some persons 
are dubious about a Roman Catholic 
President were made clear in the re- 
cent actions of two lesser public of- 
ficials of this faith. Sensing the possi- 
bility of a great propaganda stroke 
for the Roman Catholic Church, F. 
Paul Lipinski, a Catholic engineer, 
secured the consent of Navy officials 
for the inclusion of a St. Christopher 
medal in the Vanguard. 

When the Vanguard satellite finally 
got into orbit in mid-March, the St. 
Christopher medal was widely her- 
alded as responsible for the success. 
Jubilant leaders of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church were already envisaging 
even greater triumphs in space. The 
Brooklyn Tablet (March 22) sug- 
gested that being now in orbit, “Van- 
guard I is perhaps under the protec- 
tion of St. Joseph of Cupertino who 
is reported to have defied the law 
of gravity some 70 times.” The Tab-

Joseph Tinnelly, dean of St. Johns 
University Law School. “The state,” 
declared Father Tinnelly, “which im- 
poses taxation for the secular educa- 
tion of its youth should provide that 
education to all without question of 
religion.” ; 

Father Tinnelly used the “fringe” 
benefits of bus transportation and 
textbooks as precedents for the larger 
demand. He said, “On the federal 
level, and in many of the states, stu- 
dents of church-related schools receive 
the benefits of bus transportation, 
textbooks, free lunches and other 
measures—grants-in-aid which are 
manifestly designed for the health, 
safety and welfare of American youth, 
irrespective of the school attended. .. .

In his final appeal he said, “Let 
America see the need, and we may 
depend upon the great heart of our 
beloved country to find a means of 
aiding Catholic parents with sacrifice 
of neither religious principles nor 
constitutional safeguards.” 

Father Tinnelly, editor of The 
Catholic Lawyer is a spokesman for 
the point of view expressed by the 
Catholic bishops of the United States 
in November, 1948, that the First 
Amendment of the Constitution does 
not prohibit the use of public money 
for parochial schools, if the money is 
distributed equitably to various de- 
nominations. 


Glenn Archer Replies 
In a ringing attack on Father Tin- 
nelly’s stand, Glenn Archer, execu- 
tive director of POAU, called for a 
“national counter-drive by all Amer- 
ican non-Catholics” to defeat the 


Catholic program. He described Fa- 
ther Tinnelly’s statement as “the

Sanctity or Control? 


In any accurate assessment of 
Church-State involvements the ques- 
tion of motive has great significance. 
If we are wise, we will not only ask 
what is being done but why it is be- 
ing done. And the why will be quite 
as important to the truth as the what. 
It is in the realm of “why” that the 
program of the Roman Catholic 
Church needs close surveillance. 

Consider, for example, the ques- 
tion of religious teaching in the pub- 
lic schools. The Roman Catholic 
Church has for years been denounc- 
ing the public schools as “godless,” 
and arguing that because of the ab- 
sence of formal religious training, 
these schools could not hope to pro- 
vide a child with adequate training. 
For example, Fr. J. E. Donnelly on 
the Catholic Hour broadcast, Septem- 
ber 9, 1956, called the public school 
“a secular institution which teaches 
that men can get along without God.” 

Accustomed to this kind of propa- 
ganda, we were startled to note that 
the hierarchy has now undertaken 
to destroy the traditional baccalau- 
reate service for public high school 
graduating classes. Bishop Daniel J. 
Feeney of Portland, Maine has or- 
dered all Catholic high school gradu- 
ates to boycott such services. If they 
persist in attendance, the bishop said, 
they will be “under penalty of griev- 
ous disobedience to the diocesan au- 
thority and to Divine Law.” 


Bafflement Compounded 

Archbishop William O. Brady of 
St. Paul, Minnesota, has taken some- 
what similar action, and the Catholic 
press has been steadily attacking the 
public school baccalaureate. 

POAU has frequently sided with 
the Catholic hierarchy in situations 
where attendance at the baccalaureate 
had been made compulsory by school 
authorities. Glenn L. Archer has 
stressed that under our system no per- 
son can be compelled by public offi- 
cials to attend a religious service. Yet 
it baffles us to find the hierarchy in 
the business of waging a battle against 
the baccalaureate which is, at least, 
a quasi-religious service in connection 
with the school program. 


Bafflement Resolved 


Does it not seem strange, indeed, 
that a group which complains of god- 
lessness in the schools should now 
take the initiative in doing away with 
a religious service for the high school 
students at their graduation? We were 
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baffled by this paradox, but only for 
a moment. We promptly realized that 
the Roman Catholic Church was not 
concerned so much about God in the 
schools as about its own sectarian in- 
fluence in the schools. 

This fact is made evident in a 
statement by Bishop Feeney. Why 
was he opposed to the baccalaureate? 
Because it followed the “format of 
New England Congregationalism.” 
That was the trouble! Another de- 
nomination was involved. It was this 
which, in the bishop’s judgment vio- 
lated “Divine Law.” So, on the prem- 
ise that it was better to destroy what 
he could not control, Bishop Feeney 
exercised his dictatorial powers and 
pulled his group out. The concern here 
was not for God; it was for control. 


Marriage Monopoly 


We often hear of the concern of 
the Roman Catholic Church for mar- 
riage and the home. This church has 
been acclaimed as the great “bulwark 
of morality” in this area. Here, again, 
the question of motive must be ex- 
plored. Is it sanctity of marriage or is 
it monopoly control with which the 
hierarchy is concerned? 


An investigation discloses the fact 
that this church is singularly and 
shockingly indifferent to the sanctity 
of marriages involving its members 
which have not been performed by its 
own clergy. 

Some time ago many irate question- 
ers wrote Our Sunday Visitor about a 
situation in which a middle-aged man 
originally baptized as a Catholic, who 
had been in and out of several mar- 
riages, married a sweet young thing 
just out of a Catholic finishing school. 
If the church believed in the sanctity 
of marriage, how could this man have 
had a church ceremony? Father Rich- 
ard Ginder, editor of The Priest, had 
no trouble with this one. Here is his 
moral analysis: 

Joe Richardson—a fictitious name 
for a famous crooner—had originally 
married Marian. Then he divorced 
her and married Peggie. Next he 
ditched Peggie and married Edith. At 
that point, Marian dropped dead. 
But, since the church did not recog- 
nize the validity of the other mar- 
riages, they had not “counted.” There- 
fore, in the eyes of the church, Joe’s 
only wife had died and he was free to 
contract a fourth marriage in the 
church, with all the trimmings. 

Obviously, the point here is not 
sanctity of marriage but sanctity of 
Roman Catholic-performed marriage 
only. And since this is the case, we 
may well wonder whether sanctity is 


involved at all. Isn’t it just a matter 
of clerical control? 


Watch the Motive! 


In any given situation the Catholic 
claim to moral concern must be 
weighed against its own self-interested 
hegemony. Honest moral concern 
there may be, but this cannot be 
naively assumed. The motives of all 
groups must be scrutinized. 

This sound rule applies not less but 
more to a group claiming to represent 
God.

Lawrence Does ‘‘Research’’

@ In Sweden the Parliament has overruled Lutheran Church officials on the 
issue of admitting women to the clergy. Church officials will probably again 
veto the measure. This may lead to loss of its veto power and eventually to 
separation of Church and State. 

@ Hitler’s puppet Religion Minister in wartime Yugoslavia, who 
aided the Ustashi terrorists’ attempt to force Serbs into the Roman 
Catholic faith, and who is now living here, will be haled before a 
United States Commissioner in extradition proceedings this month. 
Catholic leaders oppose his return to Yugoslavia to account for his 
deeds. 

@ The New United Arab Republic is composed of two Moslem states, 
Egypt and Syria. But its constitution makes no mention of any state religion. 
The action looks like a concession to many Christians in Syria and to the 
Christian majority in Lebanon which the Arab Republic hopes to absorb. 

@ Chancellor Julius Raab of predominantly Roman Catholic 
Austria had an audience with Pope Pius, seeking revisions of the 
concordat with him. The Vatican insists on repeal of the law per- 
mitting civil marriage, seeking to put Austria on the same plane 
as Spain, where non-Catholic marriage is practically forbidden. 
There are also issues about government support for Catholic schools 
and restoration of church property taken over by the Nazis. 

@ In the Dominican Republic a new concordat has been negotiated pro- 
viding more support for Roman Catholic institutions. The Bishop of Trujillo 
City had befriended Generalissimo Trujillo during the recent uproar about 
the alleged murder of a Spaniard and an American citizen by Dominican 
government agents. 

@ In April the Northeastern Region of the National Conference 
of Christians and Jews honored Rep. John W. McCormack for his 
“distinguished services in the field of human relations.” Mr. Mc- 
Cormack is principal spokesman of Roman Catholic hierarchy in its 
efforts to obtain subsidies from the U. S. Treasury.

Hawaiian Strike 
Starts Bus Battle 


Pleading an “emergency” because 
of the Hawaiian sugar strike, the Ro- 
man Catholic hierarchy succeeded 
on March 17 in persuading the au- 
thorities to inaugurate bus transpor- 
tation at public expense for pupils in 
parochial schools. Buses are trans- 


porting these pupils on the islands of 
Maui, Hawaii and Kauai. Despite 
talk of an “emergency period” it was 
generally conceded that if the legal- 
ity of the practice were established, 
it would continue indefinitely. 


Legal Double Talk 


The beginning of sectarian bus 
transportation in the Hawaiian is- 
lands came after a double-talk ruling 
from the Attorney General’s office 
which apparently did and/or did not 
approve the practice. The ruling, ac- 
cording to The Honolulu Advertiser, 
is that public funds can be used to 
transport both public and parochial 
school students to school. 

But, the opinion goes on to say, 
“This does not mean that any of the 
counties may now proceed in any 
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for transportation for parochial school 
pupils unless he receives written ap- 
proval from the County attorney; 
this despite the action of the Board

of Supervisors approving the bus pro- 
gram. 

The Maui Ministers’ Association 
endorsed a resolution of its executive 
committee against tax-supported 
transportation to parochial schools. 
Members of the Kauai Ministers’ 
Union were reported to be likewise 
opposed, though no formal resolu- 
tion was passed. Rev. Lani Ham- 
chett, vicar of Holy Innocents 
Church (Protestant Episcopal) said 
the members of his church were op- 
posed to such transportation at pub- 
lic expense. 

Mr. and Mrs. Raymond Robello 
of Haiku paid the County for trans- 
portation to the Seventh-day Advent- 
ist school rather than accept free 
transportation. 

With a strong tide of public opin- 
ion running against the transporta- 
tion program, it appeared that some 
kind of challenge might be made in 
the courts.

“ONE TRUE CHURCH” 


Ed. Note: We reproduce the follow- 
ing letter from the Portland Orego- 
nian, May 8. It is a good example of 
the sort of thing that poisons Protes- 
tant-Catholic relations. The letter was 
written not by a priest but by a lay- 
member of the Roman Catholic Church. 


To the Editor: 


The true relation between church 
and state was set forth by the great 
Catholic saint, Augustine, Bishop of 
Hippo, when he laid down the rule 
for the true faith to follow in these 
words: “When error prevails, it is 
right to invoke liberty of conscience, 
but when, on the contrary truth pre- 
dominates, it is proper to use co- 
ercion.” 

This principle was re-stated by the 
celebrated English historian, Lord 
Macaulay, in his essay on Sir James 
Mackintosh, by propounding this 
convincing piece of logic, formulated 
by a devout believer to an opponent 
concerning the true religious faith: 

“T am right and you are wrong. 
When you are stronger, you ought 
to tolerate me, for it is your duty to 
tolerate truth. But when I am 
stronger, I shall suppress you, for it 
is my duty to destroy error.” 

Since in the nature of things there 
can be only one true church, it fol- 
lows that public tax money should be 
made available to the Catholic school 
system to promote the general wel- 
fare, justice, sound secular education 
and spiritual instruction in the dog- 
mas and doctrines of the church 
founded by Jesus Christ Himself.

St. Maurice on Foot 


Another Roman Catholic layman 
was meanwhile trying to outdo Mr. 
Lipinski in using his official prerog- 
atives to promote his church. Col. 
J. T. Corley, Fort Benning’s infantry 
project officer, under the urging of the 
Holy Name Society, has advanced the 
idea of delivering the U. S. infantry 
over to St. Maurice as its patron 
saint. 

Col. Corley signed an official order 
authorizing the erection of a religious 
statue in honor of St. Maurice at a 
prominent location on Ft. Benning’s 
grounds. His program also would in- 
clude distribution of leaflets about 
St. Maurice to all the men. Religious 
medals of St. Maurice would be 
stocked in the book department, wal- 
let-size St. Maurice scrolls would be 
distributed, and a sample kit of these 
materials would be forwarded to all 
Infantry Division Commanders in the 
army. There would also be color pho- 
tos and postcards of St. Maurice. 


Infantry to Be Roman Catholic? 

We are informed that funds from 
the Chaplain Fund have purchased 
a die for the St. Maurice medal and 
that $2300 from the Central Post 
Fund at Ft. Benning has been desig- 
nated for the entire project. 

Col. Corley insists that the glori- 
fication of St. Maurice as patron 
saint of the U.S. infantry is an inter- 
faith project and that its purpose is 
“to increase the prestige of the in- 
fantryman.”’ May 7 was set for the 
presentation of St. Maurice as the 
patron saint of the infantry, or, as 
some have said, for the dedication of 
the infantry to St. Maurice. The leaf- 
lets have been printed and are in 
process of distribution. 


Chaplains Protest 

At its semi-annual meeting the 
General Commission on Chaplains 
strongly protested the erection “on 
government property of a religious 
statue having spiritual value for one 
religious group only and with funds 
controlled by the government.” The 
commission also blasted “the obvious 
effort to include all infantrymen, re- 
gardless of faith, in this sectarian en- 
terprise.” 

Taking note of the strong hostility 
which the St. Maurice project had 
stirred, Chaplain (Maj. Gen.) Pat- 
rick J. Ryan has asked the senior 
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chaplain at the Infantry School, Ft. 
Benning, not to participate in the 
project or to lend it official encour- 
agement. Chaplain Wildman has 
stated that he definitely will not par- 
ticipate in the St. Maurice dedication 
ceremonies. 

The fate of the entire St. Maurice 
project was in doubt as the June Re- 
view went to press. Impressed by these 
examples of the use of official prerog- 
ative for sectarian advantage, many 
believers in the separation of church 
and state wondered what a sectar- 
ian-minded President might not un- 
dertake for his church.

UNWANTED PARENTS 


Monsignor John O’Grady, secre- 
tary of the National Conference of 
Catholic Charities, has just issued 
“Adoption Practices in Catholic 
Agencies,” a report on the 141 Ro- 
man Catholic welfare institutions en- 
gaged in orphan placement. The gen- 
eral policy is to “provide for children 
deprived of their families member- 
ship in new families.” But, accord- 
ing to the report, an orphanage is 
preferable to a non-Catholic home, 
however virtuous: “Any Catholic 
child being placed for adoption can 
have his total needs met only in a 
Catholic adoptive home.” 

The Church also expects state, non- 
Catholic and non-sectarian private 
agencies to enforce its rule against 
“mixed” adoptions. The report 
threatens that “any deviation” will 
be “deeply disturbing to the total 
Catholic community.” 


Whose Welfare? 


To the very obvious question how 
so young a child would have had time 
to join any church, the report has a 
ready answer: ‘We share the gen- 
erally held assumption that the reli- 
gion of a child born out of wedlock 
will be that of the mother.” Not all 
Protestant and non-sectarian social 
workers share such assumption. They 
accept the Catholic rule that homeless 
children are entitled not merely to a 
bed in an orphanage but to new par- 
ents. But many would apply it more 
universally and without the Catholic 
exception discriminating against 
“Catholic” children and against non- 
Catholic parents. 

The iron-clad rule is very often en- 
forced by state laws. If Senator Estes 
Kefauver of Tennessee were to have 
his way, it would be further re-en- 
forced by a federal statute. It de- 


prives many children of the prospect 
of happy homes since there are fre- 
quently no Catholic foster parents 
available. The children thus injured 
are predominantly those for whom 
the Roman Catholic Church expresses 
special solicitude because they are 
“born” Catholic, i.e., born to Roman 
Catholic mothers. 


Britain and Ireland 

A striking example is found in 
Great Britain where the government 
has been forced to ask for a new law 
that will permit children of Roman 
Catholic parents to be adopted by 
non-citizens and carried off to foreign 
lands. Only eight of every 100 Britons 
are Roman Catholics. But under the 
care of the London County Council, 
28 out of every 100 waifs are children 
of Catholic girls. 

The Religious News Service says 
that many of them are the children 
of unmarried girls of “other coun- 
tries” who “become pregnant and 
come to England to have their ba- 
bies.” Englishmen in Washington 
have suggested that the greatest part 
of this burden on English public 
charity is created by girls from the 
rural sections of Southern Ireland 
who circulate freely back and forth 
to London. Because of the Catholic 
rule, Protestant English families are 
not allowed to befriend these aban- 
doned children. So now they must go 
to foreigners.

final proof that a national struggle 
on this issue is unavoidable.” He 
added, ‘“‘The money involved, about 
$1,400,000,000 a year, is trifling 
compared to the importance of the 
principle at stake. The principle is 
the maintenance of our historic tra- 
dition of the separation of church 
and state. American taxpayers should 
not be asked to support an educa- 
tional state within a state, whose 
philosophy conflicts with our basic 
traditions. .. . 

“Tf this clerical plan for special 
privilege is adopted, our school world 
will soon become a crazy patchwork 
of competing sectarian systems, fos- 
tering bigotry and misunderstanding. 
. . .« Nobody opposes free lunches for 
parochial school children, or free 
medical service. We all believe in 
child welfare. What we oppose is the 
use of public money for the central, 
cultural activities of a competing sec- 
tarian school system.” 


CHURCH AND STATE 
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Colombia Continues to Seethe; 


Ask “Scientific Investigation” 


As persecution incidents continued 
in Colombia, America, a Jesuit pub- 
lication, proposed an investigation by 
a team of “social scientists.” This 
proposal represented a_ substantial 
change in the tone of the Catholic 
press which had rather consistently 
been denying that there was any per- 
secution at all. Now America, at least, 
is apparently willing to look at the 
facts. 


Culhane Complains 


The America proposal was some- 
what weakened by the fact that its 
editors published in the same issue 
an article, “Colombia and U. S. Mis- 
sionaries,”’ which followed the tra- 
ditional Catholic line that there 
wasn’t any persecution, or at least 
there wouldn’t be any if the evan- 
gelicals would only stop making so 
many converts. 


Lutherans Concur 


Dr. Stewart W. Herman, executive 
director of the Lutheran World Fed- 
eration’s Committee on Latin Amer- 
ica, said he thought the proposed 
study by social scientists was a good 
idea. It would help “to establish the 
facts of the case and bring about bet- 
ter working relations” between Prot- 
estants and Roman Catholics in Co- 
lombia. 

America’s attack on the Evangel- 
ical Confederation of Colombia got 
no sympathy from Dr. Herman, how- 
ever. He said he had no doubt that 
the confederation’s recital of inci- 
dents of persecution was based upon 
carefully checked facts. 

Dr. Richard M. Fagley, an execu- 
tive secretary of the World Council 
of Churches, writing in the Christian 
Century, April 9, said that if such an 
“undertaking may yet go forward, in 
a way calculated to further remedial 
action,” he was for it. 

Dr. Fagley added coldly: “But it 
should be said that no inquiry is 
needed to establish the fact of basic 
denials of religious freedom in the 
Colombia of the past decade. . .” 


Presbyterian School Is Closed 


Meanwhile, in Colombia itself, op- 
pression of Protestants continued. The 
American College, a Presbyterian 
mission school in Villarrica, was closed 


of the local Roman Catholic priest. 
The closing of the school is particu- 
larly interesting in view of the fact 
that recent figures indicate that Co- 
lombia’s illiteracy is about 44%. 


In Detroit, Edward Cardinal 
Mooney in Easter greeting, reminded 
his diocese of the faithful in many 
parts of the world “who are strug- 
gling against either deceitful or openly 
brutal persecution .. .” The Cardinal 
did not specifically mention the Prot- 
estant victims in Colombia and it is 
not clear whether his reference in- 
cluded them. 


One definite sign of promise for Co- 
lombian Protestants was the an- 
nouncement that Dr. Theodore F. 
Adams, president of the Baptist

The Christian Brothers, famed for 
their distilling interests which have 
made their brandy the largest selling 
item of the sort in the U. S., have 
turned to gambling to finance their 
Australian operations. 

State-approved plans announced by 
this well known Roman Catholic or- 
der, call for a lottery of epic propor- 
tions. First prize is to be a lush subur- 
ban hotel valued at $400,000. The 
Brothers hope to sell 370,000 tickets 
at $2.24 each, with the profits to go to 
one of their colleges. 

Rev. M. McKay, Scots Church, 
Sydney, a former secretary of the 
World Council of Churches, declared 
that the raffle revealed “little concep- 
tion of fundamental Christian ethics.” 
Rev. B. G. Judd, secretary of the New 
South Wales Council of Churches 
called the lottery ‘‘a most blatant ex- 
ample of that dangerous philosophy 
that the end justifies the means.” 

Father Leslie Rumble, well-known 
Roman Catholic apologist, strongly 
defended gambling as a means of 
church financing. ‘“‘Protestant clergy- 
men must remember,” he said, “that 
they represent only a minority of the 
community. The vast majority do not 
agree with the attitude that there 
should be no raffles, lotteries, or gam- 
bling of any kind.” 

Prime Minister Robert Gordon 
Menzies, speaking at a meeting of 
Methodists in Sydney, referred to the 
current gambling craze in New South 
Wales. He said: “Let us get rid of the 
idea that we are particularly charita- 
ble people because we buy a ticket in 
a lottery which benefits some charity. 
This is a debased meaning of the 
word... .”

Archer Speaks 
In East and West 


Glenn L. Archer, executive director 
of POAU, delivered a major address 
in April in New York City. The ad- 
dress dealt with the Lincoln Square 
project in which Federal and munici- 
pal governments are assisting Ford- 
ham University, a Jesuit institution, 
to acquire a valuable campus site in 
mid-Manhattan. 

Mr. Archer also spoke in Boston, 
in Des Plaines, Ill. to the Methodist 
women of the Rock River Confer- 
ence and in Portland, Oregon at Mu- 
nicipal Auditorium. 
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Should Bigotry in Spain 
Enjoy American Subsidy? 


Senator Wayne Morse (Democrat, 
Ore.) in a speech on foreign aid de- 
livered on the Senate floor, has ques- 
tioned the wisdom of the entire pro- 
gram of U. S. aid to Franco Spain. 
The vast sums expended for air bases 
there—a figure which now stands at 
$483 million—stirred the ire of Sen- 
ator Morse. He called attention to one 
base in particular which the Comp- 
troller General has declared to possess 
“no operational value.” “We are 
wasting $6 million of the taxpayers’ 
money,” he said. 

But it was the moral instability of 
Franco which drew Senator Morse’s 
heaviest fire. “Let us never forget 
that friendship that is bought will not 
stay bought because, sooner or later, 
there will be a higher bidder... . I 
happen to be one of those who be- 
lieves that when the chips are down 
we cannot count on any dictatorship 
in the great contest between freedom 
and totalitarianism. Are the special 
bases worth the price we pay of arm- 
ing a dictatorship with weapons that 
probably will never be used against 
a Communist aggressor?” 


Religious Liberty Denied 


Meanwhile, from Melilla, North 
Africa, came reports of further out- 
rages against Protestant Christians by 
the Spanish police. According to state- 
ments of the Spanish Christian Mis- 
sion as contained in the April issue 
of Protestant Action, there has been 
a rash of arrests and fines for the 
“crime” of holding evangelical serv- 
ices in private homes without a per- 
mit. Among others, Mr. and Mrs. 
Joaquin Lopez Saldana have been 
fined 3,000 pesetas for holding three 
evangelical services in their home. The 
fine must be paid within 10 days or 
the couple must go to jail. The Span- 
ish Christian Mission points out that 
a fine of such dimensions is equiva- 
lent to two months’ wages. 


Marriage Discrimination 
Persists 

According to a Religious News 
Service report, a parliamentary com- 
mittee engaged in re-drafting the 
Spanish Civil Code has left the law on 
marriage about the same as it has been 
all along under Franco. 

The code provides that a civil cer- 
emony in Spain is legally binding only 
on non-Catholics. If even “one of the 
contracting parties is a Catholic,” 
then the couple must be married by 
a priest. 


The right to change one’s religion 
is still not recognized so far as the 
marriage law is concerned. Any Prot- 
estant who was originally baptized a 
Catholic will still have to be married 
by a priest in Spain, or not be mar- 
ried at all.

CLERICAL GAMBLING 


The Postoffice has issued a warning 
that bingo games—legal or not—are 
lotteries, and that announcements 
thereof are unmailable under federal 
law. The Department has not an- 
nounced any prosecutions for previ- 
ous advertisements of such games in 
the Catholic diocesan papers. 

Glenn L. Archer, Director of 
POAU, stated his views on the sub- 
ject. “Most Protestants are shocked,” 
he said, “when members of the cloth 
stoop to gambling, legal or illegal. 
But the morality of gambling as such 
is not the concern of POAU. POAU 
is concerned only when, and because, 
a law that is enforced against ordi- 
nary gamblers is not enforced against 
those members of the same fraternity 
who have taken Holy Orders. 

“That is what has been happen- 
ing for years in the state of New 
York,” Mr. Archer continued. “One 
police official lost his job because he 
tried to enforce the state law. This 
also means that a vast source of ille- 
gal profits is made available to a 
church, through the action, or the 
inaction of state officials. This is a 
church-state alliance of the worst 
sort. It demeans the church and de- 
means the state. Uncle Sam ought 
also to be interested in collecting in- 
come tax on those millions.”

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Christian Brothers Pay Up; 
Demand $490,000 Refund 


Two striking developments in POAU’s long battle against federal tax 
favoritism for Catholic religious orders have come in quick succession in 
Washington and California. Christian Brothers of California, chief Roman 
Catholic brandy distillers in the United States, one year after POAU’s ex- 
posure, have paid $365,000 in taxes on unrelated business income for the year 
1956, and simultaneously have filed suit to recover all of this amount and 
$125,000 more, on the ground that they are an integral part of the Roman 
Catholic Church. 

On March 31, two weeks after POAU asked to intervene in the Christian 
Brothers refund suit on the side of the government, the Department of Jus- 
tice filed an answer in California federal courts denying the Christian Broth- 
ers’ claim to exemption and asserting that the organization is not sacerdotal 
in nature and therefore cannot come under the tax umbrella of the word 
“church.” 


“Weak Technicality” 


The Christian Brothers, using the corporate name of the De La Salle In- 
stitute, and claiming that “all property of plaintiff is church property, sub- 
ject to the control of the Pope,” is asking in its amended complaint for a 
refund of approximately $490,000. 

POAU lawyers have hailed the new developments as a substantial victory, 
but they are far from satisfied with the government’s method of meeting the 
Christian Brothers’ case. They point out that the Department of Justice 
is basing its denial of a refund on a weak technicality, the fact that the 
Christian Brothers Order is made up of brothers rather than priests. Accord- 
ing to Paul Blanshard, POAU’s special counsel, who originally presented the 
facts concerning the tax exemption of the Christian Brothers to Congressional 
committees: “The government’s interpretation of tax law would permit the 
Jesuit Order or any other Roman Catholic order of a sacerdotal nature 
to get permanent tax exemption on the unrelated business income of liquor 
distilling, gambling, or any other business wholly unrelated to religion. The 
profits of a Jesuit radio station, for example, would be exempt under the gov- 
ernment’s interpretation in this case. We will not be satisfied until all discrim- 
ination in behalf of non-religious commercialism masquerading as church 
activity is ended.” 

The papers filed by the Christian Brothers in their California suit leave 
many questions unanswered. No tax payments on unrelated business income 
are mentioned for the years 1954 and 1955. The federal government has not 
yet announced a general policy concerning the many commercial activities 
of the largest Roman Catholic religious orders which include not only the 
operation of commercial radio stations by the Jesuit Order, but also the sale 
of bread by the Trappists, and liquor activities by other orders besides the 
Christian Brothers. 


Liquor Tie-in 


Although the California suit by the Christian Brothers establishes the 
fact that the Catholic Church still owns this religious industry, a recent re- 
port by the United States Tariff Commission has revealed a close tie-in be- 
tween the Christian Brothers and America’s largest manufacturers of whiskey, 
Seagrams Limited. (Christian Brothers has no connection with the Schenley 
distillery interests as suggested in our issue of April, 1958.) Christian Broth- 
ers wine and brandy is distributed by Fromm and Sichel, a 70-percent-owned 
subsidiary of Seagrams. Thus the religious exemption of the Christian Broth- 
ers from unrelated business taxes could give a competitive tax advantage to 
America’s largest commercial producer of whiskey. Because of this tax favor- 
itism it is believed that POAU’s case against tax exemption for Christian 
Brothers will win wide support among business interests which are opposed to 
unfair trade practices. 

Glenn Archer, executive director of POAU, has announced that the or- 
ganization intends to file application in California federal court for the privi- 
lege of writing an amicus curiae brief on the government’s side. “We repre- 
sent the interests of millions of decent citizens and taxpayers in this case,” 
Mr. Archer said, “and we want to be sure that the government will fight this 
case in such a way as to create a precedent against all similar tax abuses.”
